Aftor 2 good deal of trouble, the business 
before the mecting was commenced by “the 
Hon, Treasurer making o statement of the 
Aszosiation’s dnancial position up to May 
31, showing liabilities $292.97, and asseta 
$234.80 onsh in the banir, besides some 3700 
dine in the form of napaid obita and sub- 
scriptions ; some of the efaulting members’ 
addresses woro unknown. [t was suggested 
that a ciroular be isaued urging all mem- 
bers to pay up as speedily as possible. 

Tho President—Well, geatlemen, you will 
nee at a glace that the Absociation ia bound 
to cous toa badend very shortly, unless 
there is a change of programme altogether. 
L think (hat fact stands out as plainly os it 
can. At the end of May the Association 
haa only $230 in hand to meet liabilities of 
8290, but again-t that you have o lot of 
outetanding debts amounting to about $700, 
which members have not seou fit to pay up. 
Now, itis absolutely neoessary that some 
pressure be Yrought to. bear on thesa gentle. 
men to pay'up; bot there seems to be a 
diffoulty about it, ix one songs, namely, the 
diffloulty of getting the addrosses of some of 
the people who are bebind-hand in their 
sabsdriptions and unpaid chits, but we know 
moat of them can be got at, These financial 
matters have been, as far an my experience 
with tho Association has gone, very slack 
all tha time J baye seon anything of it. 
Members themselves do not give sufficient 
attention to the matter; they allow it to 
roo on anyhow, without ascertaining the 
state of affairs; now, for instance, wo are bere 
thia evoning to hold the annual meeting, but 
we have only 9 handful of members present. 
All these things are allowed to go by 
default, and the consequence is thet a 
cartain number of membera do not take 
the trouble to pay up. . 

Capt, Peck—There should be a rule to 
fina anybody who does not pay within a 
resgonable tine, 

The President—lf we can only got in 
what is due, thet- would do; but if wa 
cannot, fines would not be paid either.

THE RESUMPTION OF TAIPINGSHAN. 
THE-NEW ORDIFANCE. 

Last night.we published a lotter . from & 
correspondent calling for the publication of 
the naw Ordinance undor which it im pro- 

aed to.reaume land and deatroy houses in 
aipingehan in consequenso of the impreg- 
nation of the district with disease germs, 
Tho Government haa shown every desire to 
give the public the fullest information on 
the subjeot, and this moming a copy of the 


/draft, bill entitled ‘An Ordicance for the 


Summary Qesumption of certain Crown 
Lands situate in the Taipingshan Distrlet of 
the City of Victoria and for other s-arposes,’ 
was forwarded to us for publicst.on. The 
Ordinance is framed with a yiow to givo 
effast tathe recommendations of: tho Fer- 
manent Committce of the Sanitary Board. 
The preamble acts forth that in oonse- 
quence of the Taipingshan District having 
been visited ,by a formidable epidemic 
dieoase, known as. bubonic plague, and 
certain portions of the district being in 6 
bighly iusanitary condition, it is oxpedient 
that the houses in these. portions should be 
pulled down and destroyed wilh the feast 
possible delay und the antire area laid out 
afresh ond redrained. To avoid the pro- 
tracted negotiations and long delay which 
action under the ‘Orowa Land Resumption 
Ordinance, 1889’ would involve, the ‘Tai- 
pingshan Resumption Ordinance, 1894, is 
proposed to be enacted. After defining the 
terms house, street, owner and registered 
householder, the Bill provides for the 
resumption of Jand deaoribed in a long 
schedule and the closing of public roads 
and streets, Under. section 6 | ‘full 
and fair compensation shall be paid 
to all owners or persons having any right 
or interest in tho property,’ all claims coming 
before a Board of Arbitration consistiog of 
u Judge of the Suprome Court (Chairman),

of the Duofficial Members of the Legislative 
Council, ‘Such zemuneration may bo 
granted to the membér of the Board. ap- 
pointed by the Unofficial Members ds the 
Legislative Council may determine” A 
secretary will also be appointed to the Board.

The seventh aection is an important one 
from a general puint of view. It provides 
thot until the completion of the survey and 
examination no houses upon the lands re- 
aumed.under this Ordinance, shall be altered, 

ulled down or destroyed, but upon ibe 
completion of euch survey and examination 
the Putlic Worke Department shall forth- 
with pull down and destroy all the houses 
on such land and remove the materials 
thereof, first thoroughly disinfecting tha 
same, and shall dig up aud remove all 
newers and draina within the area ao re- 
moved snd all soil and aub-soil that may be 
found to be affected by the porcolation of 
gewage or to be in any way inganitare, 

Claims fot compensation must be lodged 
with the secretary within four months of 
the publication of the lists. Although no 
claim shall be received or entertained by 
the Board after that period, the Board shall 
have power to allow the amendment of 
timeous claims, 

The powers of the Board are defined as

Leghorn, Suly 1.-~A orime somewhat:

As Signor Bandi, director of the, Gazeta 
Livornesse,, wos entering chis carriage at 
S o'clock he was-sat upon by a man who, 
it was subsequontly Jearned, was an an. 
archist, and who drei#‘é knife and’ stabbed 
him in the abdomen. Signor Bandi was. 
at once attended by physicians, who de- 
cided that the only hope of saving his 
lifo was to perform ‘the . operation of 
laparotomy. This was done, but Signor 
Bandi.died a short time afterwards. Prime 
Mivistor Crispi was questioned in the 
Ohamber of Deputies in regard. to the 
morder. He stated that Signor Bandi 
had beon stabbed and killed by auvanarch- 
ist, owing: to tho articles that had appeared 
in his paper against anarchiam, The mur- 
der has caused a graat sensation throughout 
Itely, and the feeling against anarchism 
has been greatly intensified, The blow 
delivered by the ssanssin caused the 
dagger to psnetrate the liver, snd the 
similarity of the wound to that which 
killed -M. Carnot was remarked upon by 
the victim shortly before his death. As yet 
the murderer has not been captured. He 
was soon after the deed was done torun to 
a carriage in which were sitting two men 
who wore apparently, waiting for him. Ha 
jumped iato the carriage, the horses wero 
lashed into «a gallop and the three men 
escaped before any attempt could be made 
to stap them,

REVELATIONS DN CHINESE CHARACTERISTICS. 


Ie would appoar from, Mr Cromwell 
Childo’s discoveries in the Chinese quarter 
of New York that all former opinions ro- 
garding Chinese modeg of life are based on 
misconceptions... This ia how ho discourses 
in'the Tecoma Ledger. to tho onlightoned 
masées of the United States :-— 


s+; & small strip of otrects, mach less'than 
“the total area of a conple of city squares, 


makes up. the famous Chinese quarter of 
New York, In genuino Mongolion interest 
this quarter is second only to the noted 
Chinatown of San Francisco. Half a buo- 
dred diverge civillizutions have a focal 
contre for themeclvea st tho beginning of 
the Bowery, five minutos’ ride in a cable 
car from the City Hall and tho Post-office. 
Io his fastuess of crooked atreets just of 
Chatham Square-—Pell, Doyer and Mot 
John Chinaman ‘steadfastly refuses to” te 
Americanized. . . 

Small as the quarter is it sheltors nearly 
twonty-Bre hundred Mongolians. Those 
who know these Orientala ab brothors say 
there are betwoan six and seven thousand 
Chinese, ‘Chinoisora’ and ‘ Chinks’ in the, 
méttopolitan district—that is Brooklyn, 
New York and Jersey City. Chinatown is 
the Mecea for each and cvery one of those 
thonsands. 

Chinatown is goncrally spoken of aa 
agnalid end crowded, its inhabitants aro 
denominated ‘dirty haythen, and when 
ome suggests a Chinesa bill of fare tho 
Amorican joke-maker talks about rats and 
sbaddors at some imaginary unaleanlinase. 

Crowded Chinotowa certainly is, but 
aquelid ‘ia the last word to apply to it. At 
the risk of being set down se a falaificr and 
an unparalleled misstater 1 will aifirm that 
the Chinese are the cleanest people on 
earth, You conld literally oat off the floor 
of 9 Chinese kitchen. No American or 
continantal kitchen is in the rauning with 
it, it is eo serapulonsly clean. Tho China- 
man seldom bakes. Ho boils ond tries. 
For these purposes he uses great 
hemispheres of pots, with hnge covers. 
They sre made of single picces of metal, 
withont the jointa our American utenaile 
possess. Ask a Chinaman why this is, 
and with o lifting of hie shoulders bo will 
tel] you that they clean much more waui'y 


y >and that with a perfectly smooth intorior 


. 


there is much Jess danger of particles of 
dirt lodging inside. 

‘Tables in kitchens and eating rooms are 
sorubbed to a point of infinite daintinens. 
I have watched a Chinese cook mekiag 
Chinese epaghetti ont of flour paste, wind- 
ing the product deftly around two poles 
nati] if looked like a great sheet of purest, 
finest linen. Tho kueading board might 
readily have bean used for a plate, aud one 
would not have minded licking up avy 
crumbs thot had fallen there. 

Not far away from the kneadiag table in 
any Chinese kitcbon you pleaso stands 2 
great bowl of that Monogolian delicacy, 
chopslow, famously roasted park, a meut 
thot in the hands of Ghineso cooks scuds 
forth a most appetizing odor, and which 
has been cured in China in the emoke of 


fragrant woods and herbs. 

Exeopt perishable viands, practically 
everything on 8 Mongolian bill of fare 
comes from China itself. Quaint and 
curious baskets, the like of which cannot 
be imported in Now York, stand in ench 
hitchen, filled with lentils, berley sproata, 
dried fish and many another urticle of food 
peculiar to the Orient. The fires born 
ateadily in old ovens, rather roscmbling 
thoge of the old Datch type, and are fed 
with hemlock wood, whenever that is to be 
had, which is nearly always. A Chinese 
cook never uses coal if he can possibly 
help it. 

Start out as a gourmet a la Chinoise ond 
this is ono dich you should try. Tho 
delights of o ‘bird aod  swull cold bottle’ 
atthe historic ‘ Delmonico’s on the Avenue’ 
aro tawe when compared with the roast 
wood pigeons, spitted on a stick and served 
with o oariows sauce in the ‘Chinese 
Delmonico’s,’ at 11 Mott Street. The 


good-natured, kean snd clever. Though he 
caters in some moasure to Americans, bis 
place has lost none of its characteristics, 
and conventional Orientala swarm thera by 
the dozens. The prices, and therefore the 
margin of profit, are much smaller hore 
than is the more widely known. restaurants 
up town, yet neyertheloss, Harry Les King 
manages to clear $7,000 to $9,000 a year. 
A moment's digression for Wong Ching 
Foo, the lawyer in chiaf of the colony, o 
very small Oriental, possossod of 1 college 
education, and with nothing but his Faco to 
show his race. Wong Ching is thoroughly 
Americanized. Even bie ideas are those of 
Americans. He tatke glibly on polities, 
races and the fashions, Onoco ho edited a 
breazy paper called the Chinese American, 
bat the Oriental support was not sufficient. 
He is the connecting link betweon the 


people of the colony and the world without. |. 


Another idea regarding the Chincao 
needs correction, This is with reference 
to their traditional near-handedness, It 
haa been said that a Chinaman can live on 
afew cents 9 day, Witbont doubt be can ; 
but itis afact that ho very seldom does, 
He-wants good and nouriaking food of the 
finest qaality—and he gata it, A recent 
typical lunch a friend and myself had at 
Harry Leo King’s cost sixty-five cents. 

Every Chinese dinner inclades pot after 
pot of tung-chan (hot tea). ‘ Tung-ohaa’ 
is the most frequent ory in Chinese 
restaurant. Ten is free ad libitum io every 
patron, Even more, it would be given to 
every tramp and beggar who asked for it. 
A huge vessel is constantly kept upon the 
stove, 

‘A curions tradition explains this custom. 
Centaries before Christ uttered’his memor- 
able words about that ‘cup of cold water,’ 
the prophet Confucius said that whoever 
should give o cup of hot tea to the wayfarer 
should receive his reward. 

I have spoken. of the real cleanliness of 
the “Chinese. ‘The chiefeat charm of a 
Uhinese kitchen. is the immacutatanese of 
the odpks,.
